2. Claims 3-6, 8, 12-16, 20 and 22-25 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with regards to claim 

3, 4 and 20, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or render obvious a motion control apparatus 
having a backlash reducer comprising a holder, wherein the holder comprises an internal 
retaining ring, with the end cap having a first end in contact with the friction collar and a second 
end held by the internal retaining ring; with regards to claim 8, the prior art of record fails to 
anticipate or render obvious a motion control apparatus having a friction collar, wherein the 
friction collar is provided with a plurality of slits in a first direction and a plurality of slits in a 
second direction providing ease of deflection of the friction collar.
